drafted. Senator Kenyon voted 
against the bill yesterday. 
BEHIND THE VOTES. 

Behind the votes of other Senators, 
who aligned themselves against the 
Will, political secrutinizers here are 
reading a political cowardice that nev- 
er once entered the heart of the Presl- 
dent. In still other instances is seen a 
narrow devotion to local, rather than 
to national, good. 

President Taft, on the other hand, 
allowed himself to be actuated only 
by what he thought was for the pub- 
lic welfare, nationally speaking. He 
did not ask what Ohio, Wisconsin, or 
California wanted, nor consider what 
the effect on his own political fu- 
ture might be if they did not get it, 
but he clung tenaciously to what he 
believed was for the good of all the 
States. In this and gimilar ways are 
comparisons being made as an after- 
math to one of the most notable con- 
tests in the history of Congress. 

As to the electorate at large, it is 
felt here that the proceedings of yes- 
terday have given the strongest single 
impulse to Mr. Taft’s candidacy for 
renomination, and the hardest single 
blow to the pretensions of the Repub- 
lican faction of which La Follette is 
the most officilous member.

Times Oanadian reciprocity has been ac 
cepted so far as this country ts concerned. 
Whether Canada will ratify it remains to 
be seen. 

One. of the reasons why The Times op- 
posed reciprocity was that, whatever the 
effect of the treaty might be on the people 
living east of the Rocky Mountains, it could 
not in any concelvable view of the case be 
other than an injury to the people of Call- 
fornia, and while The Times is not regard- 
less of the interests of all the people of the 
United States, from Alaska to Porto Rico, 
and from Bangor to Manila, it yet consid- 
ers that it is its especial privilege, if not 
its especial duty, to advocate policies that 
will help the people of California in genera] 
and the people of Southern California in 
particular. 

We consume very little Canadian food 
stuffs. The cheapening of fish and poultry, 
hay and grain, butter and eggs, cheese and 
vegetables that reciprocity may effect for 
the benefit of the people of the East will 
result in grievous reduction in the income 
of farmers in the Middle Western and 
Northwestern States, but it will not affect 
California farmers or the dwellers in the 
cittés of California. We export but a 
trifing amount of these articles, except 
barley. We raise enough of all of them for 
home consumption, and the freight tariff 
from the Bast affords ample protection to 
the California farmers. 

The Times was hostile to reciprocity, and 
it regrets that our Senator voted for it, 
because, when the question shall come up 
as to whether lemons and oranges shall 
or shall not be placed upon the -free list, 
the twenty-one Senators who represent the 
agricultural States of the North and who 
voted against reciprocity will be apt to 
remember the blow that Senators Perkins 
and Works helped to inflict upon their peo- 
ple and will retort by helping New Englan 
and the Middle States and the Border States 
to place oranges and lemons on the free 
list. 

The Senators from the Middle Western 
and Northwestern States, whose farmers 
will be injured by reciprocity, will also be 
apt, when a general revision of the tariff 
comes up next winter, to help the South 
and the ultimate West to close the factories 
and furnaces east of the Alleghenies. 


REHASH, 

The arguments advanced in favor of 
the initiative are but a rehash of the argu- 
ments advanced at the formation of our re- 
public in favor of direct legislation by the 
people, instead of by representatives elected 
by the people. Then as now wealth and 
corporate power were aggressive. Then as 
now there were delays and uncertainties in 
judicial proceedings. Then as now rich 
criminals crawled through the meshes of 
the law, Then as now legislators sold their 
‘votes. 

But the statesmen who formed our chart 
of government agreed that direct popular 
legislation would be more apt: to enhance 
than to remedy these evils. 

The reasons that Jefferson, and Hamilton, 
and Ames, and Gerry, and Wilson, and Mar- 
shall, and Rutledge, and Bowdoin and many 
others urged against direct legislation were 
—‘“that the experience of the past proved 
that turbulence, passion, partiality, lack of 
debate, despotism of majorities, insecurity 
of personal and property rights; intrigue of 
the designing, debauching of public morals, 
venality, and destriction of popular gov- 
ernment, would result if the plan adopted 
should follow the pattern of the ancient 
democracies; and the representative plan, 
with its checks and safeguards, was con- 
sidered the greatest invention and most im- 
portant achievement of the convention.” 

Said Hamilton in the Federalist: 

“The difference most relied upon between 
the American and other republics consists 
in the principle of representation; which is 
the pivot on which the former moves, and 
which is supposed.to be unknown to the lat- 
ter, or at least, to the ancient part of them.”
